Court Decides in Favor of English. 
In the controversy which arose 


sonie time ago between the English 
and German factions of St. John's 
Lutheran Chnrch in York over the 
question whether services in the 
English may be permitted in that 
church, which finally got into the 
York County Courts, has been set- 
tled by the opinion of Judge Ross 
handed down on Monday.

The annual booklet containing all 


the necessary information about 1922 
elections, duties of voters and can- 
didates, 
prepared 
by George 
D. 


Thorn, chief of the State Election 
Bureau, has just issued from the 
State Printery. 


The spring primary date is May 16, 


and the first day for securing signa- 
tures to petitions is February 25. Pe- 
titions must be filed by April 6, 
In 


cases where petitions must be filed 
with county commissioners, which 
would include any local or special 
election, the date for securing signa- 
tures is March o, such petitions be- 
ing- filed April iS_ 


The elections this year will be of 


unusual interest, as in addition to 
governor, lieutenant governor, and 
secretary of internal affairs, there 
will be nominated three senatorial 
candidates, two nominations being 
required to fill balances of term* 
v.-hile a senator is to be elected for 
a full six-year term. All congress- 
men. half the senators and all of the 
representatives are to be chosen. 
There will be no congressmen at 
large unless Congress passes a new 
apportionment bill and increases the 
Pennsylvania 
representation. Sep- 


tember 8 is the date for closing in- 
dependent nomination papers, and 
no candidate named at the primary 
may withdraw after September 18- 
October 3 is the last date to fill va- 
cancies caused by withdrawals of 
nominees. The last days to be as- 
sessed are September 5 and 6, while 
the last day to be registered in third 
class cities is April 26. The registra- 
tion days for the November election 
are the same in all cities: September 
7 and 19, and October 7- The regis- 
tration days for boroughs and town- 
ships are March 14 and 15. No can- 
didate for the primary may with- 
draw after April /. which is the day 
following the close of petition filing 
in the department of the secretary 
of the common-wealth. Expense ac- 
counts must be filed by May 31 by 
primary election candidates and July 
15- by treasurers of committees. The 
last day for general election expense 
accounts is December 7.

Some Aspects of the 


Farmers' Problems 


By BERNARD M. BARUCH 


(Reprinted from Atlantic Monthly) 


AOTOCASTER

The whole rural world Is In a fer- 


ment of unrest, and there is an un- 
paralleled volume and intensity of de- 
termined," if not angry, protest, and an 
ominous swarming of occupational con- 
ferences, interest groupings, political 
movements and propaganda. Such a 
turmoil cannot but arrest our atten- 
tion. iBdeed. It demands our careful 
study and examination. It Is not like- 
ly that six million aloof and ruggedly 
independent men have come together 
and banded themselves into active 
onions, societies, farm bureaus, and •• 
forth, for no sufficient cause. 


Investigation of the subject conclu- 


sively proves that, while there la much 
overstatement of grievances and mis- 
conception of remedies, the farmers 
are right in complaining of wrongs 
long endured, and right in holding that 
it is feasible to relieve their ills with 
benefit to the rest of the community. 
This being the case of an industry 
that contributes, in the raw material 
form alone, about one-third of the na- 
tional annual wealth production and 
is the means of livelihood of about 49 
per cent of the population. It in ob- 
vious that the subject is one of grave 
concern. 
Not only do the farmers 


make up one-half of the nation, but 
the well-being of the other half de- 
pends upon them. 


So long as vre have nations, a wise 


polltcial economy will aim at a large 
degree of national self-sufficiency and 
self-containment. Rome fell when the 
food supply was too far removed from 
the belly. Like her, we shall destroy 
our own agriculture and extend our 
sources of food distantly and precari- 
ously, if we do not see to it that our 
farmers are well and fairly paid for 
their services. The farm gives the 
nation men as well as food. Cities 
derive their vitality and are forever 
renewed from the country, but an Im- 
poverished countryside exports intelli- 
gence 
and 
retains 
unlntelligence. 


Only the lower grades of mentality 
and character will remain on, or seek, 


j the farm, unless agriculture is capable 
s of beiac pursued with contentment and 
i adequate compensation. Hence, to eir»- 
j bitter and impoverish the farmer is to 
! dry up and contaminate the vital 


j sources of the nation. 
j 
The war showed convincingly how 


| Impendent the nation is on the full 
j productivity of the farms. 
Despite 


herculean efforts, agricultural produc- 
tion kept only a few weeks or months 


S ahead of consumption, and that only 


'>y increasing the acreage of certain 
•staple crops at the cost of reducing 
that of others. We ought not to for- 
uct that lesson when x?e ponder on 
the farmer's problems. They are truly 
f«rnmon problems, and there should 
be no attempt to deal with them as 
if they were purely selfish demands 
of a clear-cut group, antagonistic to 
the rest of the community. 
Rather 


should we consider agriculture In the 
light of broad national policy, Just 
as we consider oil, coal, steel, dye- 
stuffs, and so forth, as sinews of na- 
tional streneth. Our crowing popula- 


tion and a higher standard of living 
demand Increasing food supplies, and 
more wool, cotton, hides, and the rest. 
With the disappearance of free or 
cheap fertile land, additional acreage 
and Increased yields can come only 
from costly effort. This we need not 
expect from an impoverished or un- 
happy rural population- 


It will not do to take a narrow view 


of the rural discontent, or to appraise 
it from the standpoint of yesterday. 
This Is peculiarly an age of flux and 
"change and new deals. 
Because a 


thing always has been so no longer 
means that it is righteous, or always 
shall be so. More, perhaps, than ever 
before, there is a widespread feeling 
that all human relations can be im- 
proved by taking thought, and that it 
is not becoming for the reasoning ani- 
mal to leave his destiny largely to 
chance and natural Incidence. 


Prudent and orderly adjustment of 


nrodnction and distribution In accord- 
ance with consumption is recognized 
as wise management In every business 
but that of farming. Yet, I venture 
to say, there Is no other industry In 
which it is so important to- the pub 
lie—to the city-dweller—that produc- 
tion should be sure, steady, and in- 
creasing, and that distribution should 
he in proportion to the need. The un- 
organized farmers naturally act blind 
Iv and impulsively and, In conse- 
quence, surfeit and dearth, accompa- 
nied by disconcerting price-variations, 
'israss the consumer. One year pota- 
•oes rot in the fields because of excess 
oroductlon. and there is a scarcity of 
Uie things that have been displaced 
-o make way for the expansion of the 
-uitato acreage: next year the punish- 
•rt farmers mass their fields on some 
•ther crop, and potatoes enter the 
lass of luxuries: and so on. 
Agriculture is the greatest and fun- 


damentally the most important of our 
vmerican industries 
TSie cities are 


:>ot the branches of the tree of na- 
-jonal life, the roots of which go deep- 
y into the land. 
VTe all flourish or 


:ecline with the farmer. So. when we

.£ the cities read nf the present uni-

of their inability to meet mortgages or 
to pay current bills, and how. seeking 
relief from their ills, they are plan- 


i ning to form pools, inaugurate farm- 
1 ers' strikes, and demand legislation 
] abolishing grain exchanges, private 
cattle markets, and the like, we ought 
not hastily to brand them as economic 
heretics and highwaymen, and hurl at 
them the charge of being seekers of 
special privilege. Rather, we should 
ask if their trouble Is not ours, and 
see what can be done to improve the 
situation. Purely from self-interest, 
If for no higher motive, we should 
help them. All of us want to get back 
permanently to "normalcy;" but I* It 
reasonable to hope for that condition 
unless our greatest and most basic In- 
dustry can be put on a sound and solid 
permanent foundation? 
The farmers 


are not entitled to special privileges; 
but are they not right In demanding 
that they be placed on an equal foot- 
ing with the buyers of their product* 
and with other industries?
